Are we likely, if we did carry on the 
War, togain our End, viz.

This is beft anfwer’d, by the Iffve of the 
prefent, or laft Campaign Abroad, and 
the Succeffes ofall the Attempts made 
in Spain, and indeed by the whole 
proceſs af the War, wherein, by the 
Misfortune of our Divifions, or fome 
Fate upon us, the French, however 
worfted inthe Field, are yet every 


very Breach, and let us fee they will 
Hold ont, agaidft all we are able to do. 


This is one of the Powerful Arguments 
for Peace; viz. That we fee no other End 
of the War in our View ———— We have 
been told, That the Parmlion- Treaty was.a 
For ee ppon. King PiWliam; oot bie Choice, and 
Prdadily jolw with that Opinion fo in Peace 
wow altre upon us —— Thats, becauſe 

we fee no probability to better outſelves by 
we iWar, at leaſt in proportion to the Ex- 
pence oſiit; therefore we will comply with 
Fopbchls of Peace; and if this Treaty 
laub of'2 Futtition, I ſhould not think 
the worfe,” beaauſe tis our Choice out of 
greater Evils pall the Treaties of Peace that 
Europe has made ia the Memory of Man,

But we are ot under any Force, fay

“needs take right Meafares in all they do, 
tho Experience tells us, That Party hate 
always taken the foolifheft, weakeft, and 
moft Impolitick Steps of any Party of Men 
that have ſet up any ſeparate Intereft in 
the World; thofe that have any Eyes to 
Tee into the Affairs of the World, would 
eaſily fee the Folly of forming a Judgment 
from theſe Men's Politicks——— Shall we 
be agalaſt a Peace, only becaofe the Fa- 
cobite ate for it? A poor felf-blioted Iufatu- 
ated Peeple, that have always bees for- 
ward for what has been their Deftru@ion— 


| There is fo little Reafon tq make 
Meaſure of your Politicks— That we ought 
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to be for the Peace, aj the only Thiag to 
Ruin Facobitifm, and Defeat che 1 of

The Peace has two or three Things io it, 
which muſt be particularly fatal to the 5a 
cobite Intereft, and for which we have 
great Reafon to defire it, and which no F4- 
cobite can deny, but upon a Suppaũtion 
which they will not grant. 


1. It is neceſſary to have a Peace, that 
while fo many Inveterate Enemies at 
Home Inſult the Government, and fly 
in the Face of her Majefty’s Title to 
the Crown, upon Preſumption, . roge- 
ther with their own weak Principles, of 
Affiftance from the King of France 
That theſe Home Enemies fhould be 
difcourag’d by; the King of France, and 
his Allies being brought to Own, Con- 
firm, andfolemnly Recognize ber {aid 
Title, and Rejeét the Pretender. 

2. Ie is neceſſary to have a Peace, that 
we may have the Eſtabliſm d. Suceefh- 
on to the eh de Eftablifh’d by the 
Affent of our Ehemies, and all polfible 
Pretentes tekcn from them, to oppofe 
the Claim of the Hovfe cf Herwover, 


but what are founded upon palpable 
Breaches of Faith, Honour; and Con- 
federacy, aud all the Sacred Obligati- 
ons that can be between Nations in 


the World.
